Martin B. Madden, with First 
Lieutenant, Is Formally 
Charged with Extor- 


tion’ Conspiracy. 


JURY’S BLOW IS SUDDEN. 


|| State’s Attorney Wayman Goes 


Before Body with Specific 
Information from 
Contractors. 


Martin B. (“ Skinny) Madden, president 
of the Associated Building Trades, and M. J. 
Boyle, business agent of the Electrical Work- 
ers’ union, yesterday were indicted by the 
Cook county grand jury. The indictments | 
charge Skinny Madden and Boyle with” 
conspiracy to extort money in connection 
with the calling and settling of strikes. 

The grand jury at first voted a true bill 


| against a third member of “Skinny's gang. 


it was said, but later this action was recon- 
sidered, with the result that only indictments 


| against the labor czar and his first leutenant 


were returned. 
States Attorney Wayman absolutely re- 
fused to divulge the name of the third mem- 


| ber of ‘Skinny’ Madden's gang against 


whom a true bill was said to have been voted" 
and reconsidered. It is understood, how- 
ever, that the name of Fred Pouchot, a mem- 
ber of the Associated Building Trades, was 
mentioned, but it was felt that not enough 
evidence had been presented to warrant an 
indictmem against him. 


Jury Strikes in Grim Silence. 

The indictments were returned to Judge 
Freeman in the Criminal court late in the 
afternoon, after an all day session of the 
grand jury. Every effort was made to keep 
secret the proceedings and the names of 
those hit by the inquisitorial body. 

After the indictments were drafted, State's 
Attorney Wayman arid A. R. Greene, fore- 
man of the grand jury, led the grand jurors 
to Judge Freeman's court. Foreman Greene 
handed the indictments to the jurist, who 
received them and turned them over to Abe 
Harris, clerk of the Criminal court, without 
having them read. 

“Is this your final report, gentlemen ?’’ 
Judge Freeman asker of Foreman Greene 
and the jurors. 

„No, sir, I think not,” 
Greene. 


Arrest of “Skinny” and Boyle Next. 

The grand jurors then retired and the court 
adjourned. Clerk Harris, upon instructions» 
from State's Attorney Wayman, immediate- | 
ly issued caplases for the arrest of Skin- 
ny Madden and Business Agent Boyle. It 
was stated that the indictments were sup-

The capiases were turned over to Theodore 
Steinert, chief deputy sheriff for the Crimi- 
nal court. Bonds were fixed at $10,900 for 
each defendant. .‘‘Skinny’’ Madden and 
Boyle are named in both indictments, mak- 
ing two indictments against each of the al- 
leged conspirators. 

The speed with which the indictments were 
voted and returned in court was a surprise 
even to the attachés of the state's attor- 
ney’s office. In view of the fact that sev- 
eral subpœnas were issued during the day 
for contractors, labor men, and building own- 
ers to appear before the grand jury, it was 
believed the voting of indictments would be 
postponed a day or two. 


Tells Jury of “Skinny’s” Acts. 
The ‘first intimation that something was 

| going to happen came when State's Attorney 
| Wayman. went before the grand jury just be- 
tore noon and placed the labor graft charges 


| before the body. 


Mr. Wayman first outlined the case in a 


speech to the jury in which he told of the 


charges made in the affidavits of contractors 


and building owners, of how they had been 
forced to pay tribute to Skinny Madden 


and his coterie for having strikes settled, 
of the ‘‘sympathetic strike tactics prac- 


ticed by Madden and his gang, and of the 


highly developed blackmailing and extortion 
system fostered by Skinny under the 
' guise of “ fines.” 

In response to subpœnas nearly twenty 
contractors, building owners, architects, and 
labor men appeared before the grand jury 
and gave their testimony. The witnesses 


were taken into the grand jury room one 


by one. 

A guard of policemen was placed at the 
door of the anteroom leading into the grand 
jury room, and no one not a witness was 
permitted to enter even the waiting room. 


Men Who Supplied Evidence. 

The counts in the indictments charging con- 
ispiracy to extort money are said to have been 
based largely on the evidence furnished by

MRS, YERKES IN COURT FIGHT 


Widow of Traction Man Asks 
Judge to Remove Executor. 


OWSLEY 82 ACTIONS. 


— — 


Says Knight, for Revenge, Seeks 
Change in Estate Affairs. 


Mrs. Mary Adelaide Yerkes, widow of 
Charies T. Yerkes, traction magnate of 
Chicago and London, with an array of legal 
talent, went before Probate Judge Cutting 
yesterday to prosecute the petition asking 
for the removal of Louis 8. Owsley as execu- 
tor of the Yerkes estate. 

With her secretary, and Attofneys Fran- 
cis W. Walker, James J. Barbour, former 
first assistant state's attorney; Clarence A. 
Knight, and James Russell Soley of New 
York, Mrs. Yerkes spent the entire day in 
the courtroom while arguments rife with 
financial technique and the many ramifica- 
tions of the extensive Yerkes estate filled 
the air. 

Mrs. Yerkes, who will take the stand this 
morning, sat facing the judge and wearing 
a thin veil throughout the session. A long, 
tight fitting velvet coat with a black brocade- 
ed design enveloped her. A blue skirt and 
white silk waist, white gloves, and an ex- 
tremely large black merry widow hat 
trimmed with brown beaver and black os- 
trich plumes completed her attire. 

For hours she sat hiding her face from all, 
excepting the judge and attorneys, in seem- 
ing fear of the host of photographers that 
filed about her. 

Her entrancees and exits ‘were under pro- 
tection of lawyers and every possible effort 
was made to ward off interviewers and snap 
shot men. 


Owsley Charges Revenge Move. 

The morning session was taken up by the 
reading of Mrs. Yerkes’ petition by Mr. Bar- 
bour and the answer of Owsley read by 
former Judge Thomen. 

The charges brought against the executor 
were to the effect that Owsley had been 
guilty of mismanagement, and in reply Ows- 


for the loss of his position as Owsley’s at- 
torney, had instigated the charges. 

The charge most concerned in the suit is 
the placing by Owsley of 4,404 bonds of the 
Chicago Consolidated Traction company, par 
value $4,494,000, with a committee having 
part in the reorganization of the Chicago 
Traction properties. 

In reply when placed on the witness stand 
Owsley stated he was forced to place the 
bonds as he did and join the reorganization 
plan or suffer the Yerkes’ estate to have 
loans that ran into the millions called in by 
men interested in the reorganization of the 
traction properties. 


Says Decision Was Forced. 

“Mr. Knight asked J. N. Wallace to refuse 
to go into any plan on West Chicago street 
car properties until litigation against the 
Yerkes estate was dismissed,” testified 
Owsley. “ Mr. Knight said Gurley had agreed 
to dismiss this litigation if he went into the 
plan. Later, the men associated with Gurley 
declared that Gurley was not authorized to 
make such a statement. 

It talked the whole matter over with 
Wallace at the Central Trust company and 
when I told him of Knight's objection to my 
delivering the bonds and joining in the re- 
organization plan, he said: ‘If you won't 
protect your collateral I will, and I give you 
a call now to pay these loans by Wednesday 
and I will see that Speyer does the same.“ I 
came back and told this to Knight and he 
said: ‘I object just the same.’ 

“I was forced to act as I did because I 
could not obtain any proposition that in my 
mind did not injure the estate. I told Mr. 
Knight that I would like to obtain his consent 
before I acted, but this he refused.” 

Mrs. Yerkes. according to her attorneys,

Former Head of North Dakota Militia 
Uses Improper Language and At- 
torney General’s Office Prosecutes. 


Bismarck, N. D., Feb. 19.—Ex-Adjt. Gen. 
T. H. Poole is under arrest, charged with 
using improper language while talking over 
the telephone. 

It is alleged that he called up the wives of 
several men whom he dislikes and abused 
thelr husbands, and because the telephone 
operator switched him to the chief of police 
he turned his abuse on the girl. 

The telephone manager sought to have 
Poole arrested, but County Attorney Stevens 
refused to issue a warrant, Assistant Attor- 
ney General Zurger then took the matter up 
and will prosecute Poole.

“We also called attention to the fact that 
only about 85 per cent of the graduates 
of the four night medical schools of St. Louis 
could pass the examinations in Missouri, 
but that they came over into Illinois, and 
nearly all of them passed. We said that 
it would seem that easy examinations 
were given for an ulterior purpose in this 
state. and that the result was that the state 
is filling up with an undesirable lot of med- 
ical practitioners. 

Dr. Egan answered for the board of health 
and stated that he thought the examinations 
were rigid enough. He questioned our mo- 
tives in finding fault with the board. Gov. 
Deneen promised to call our committee be- 
fore him again at a later date, but we have 
not heard from him since.“

SECOND VERDICT DECLARES

SLAVES OF DRINK CAN'T GET IT 


Kenosha Saloon Men Blacklist 
City’s Habitual Drinkers. 


‘DEMAND RIGHTS UNDER LAW 


Topers Threaten Court Appeal and Are 


a Told to Go Ahead. 


Proprietors of saloons in Kenosha, Wis., 
yesterday started a prohibition law of their 
own, refusing to sell liquor to nine habitually 
thirsty men of the town. 

The blacklisted nine became gighly in- 
dignant and threatened legal procedings, 
but they will have no case according to Levy 
Mayer of this city, who, when told of the 
blacklist, said: 

It is perfectly legal for saloon proprietors 
to refuse to sell to men known to be drunk 
ards. It is proper for them to let each 
other know the names of such men, just 
as much as it is the right of a merchant to 
warn fellow merchants against a man known 
to be a thief. The blacklisted men have no 
plea to take to court.” 


Boozers Laugh, Then Mourn. 

Weeks ago it had been hinted that saloon 
men in Kenosha were going to take such a 
step, but the men who were slated for a place 
n the roll of dishonor simply laughed and 
declared it against the constitution to deny 
a man his morning drink. When confirmed 
drinkers came into places yesterday, how- 
ever, they were politely shown the list and 
agreement thereto attached, and out of the 
saloon they wended their weary way, only 
be turned down again at the next grog shop. 
This is reform No. 1 the liquor dealers are 
planning. On the first list there are only nine 
names. It is declared others will be added 
as soon as the league gets the list in good 
working order. The list is filed with every 
saloonkeeper in the city. 

All the men slated to be refused drinks are 
men out of employment or men who are 
never known to have visible means of sup- 
port. One official of the saloonkeepers’ or- 
ganization, speaking of the blacklist, said: 

„% We are going to make some prohibition- 
ists ourselves. One thing is certain, not a 
man on the list can get a drink at any saloon 
in Kenosha. The saloon men have all signed 
an nt not to sell them liquor. 

“If they violate this agreement they must 
pay a fine and get out of the organization. 
This is something no n man will do 
now.” 


Both Sides Ready for Courts. 

The men placed on the blacklist by the 
saloon men have already employed an at- 
torgey and are threatening to take the mat- 
tor tate court. The saloon men declare that, 
although the action may seem unusual, it is 
along the right line, and that they will fight 
the case out in the courts. 

Kenosha is the first city in the state where 
the liquor men have taken such action and 
it is thought the saloon men in other cities 
will follow.

WON'T CHANGE STREET GRADES 
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STEEL PRICE CUT 
FORCED ON TRUST 


(Continued from first page.) 


prices by some of those who were opposed to 
changes, but felt compelied to meet condl- 
tions in order to protect their customers. As 
a result of these conditions there has been 
a material decrease in new business during 
the last month for the reason, as stated by 
consumers, that they proposed to wait until 
after they were satisfied bottom prices had 
been reached. 

“Tn view of the circumstances stated and 
the further fact that the stocks on hand at 
the time the panic occurred have been dis- 
posed of and the contracts in force at that 
time have been completed or taken care of so 
that the necessities for the maintenance of 
prices which formerly existed have been mod- 
ified, the leading manufacturers of iron and 
steel have determined to protect their cus- 
tomers and, for the present at least, sell at 
such modified prices as may be necessary 
with respect to different commodities, in 
order to retaim their fair share of the busi- 
ness. The prices which may be determined 
upon and the details concerning thé same will 
be given by the manufacturers to their custo- 
mers direct as occasion may require. — 

The «friendly relations which huve ex- 
isted between the principal manufacturers 
will continue and the intercourse between 
them for the purpose of giving and receiving 
information and the expression of opinions 
concerning trade conditions will not be aban- 
doned. 

Rumors of Radical, Cuts. 

The street today was full of rumors of rad- 
ical reductions made in advance of Mr. Gary’s 
statement. A report that the Carnegie Steel 
company had cut steel was followed by a re- 
port from Chicago that structural steel was 
cut from Pittsburg and that tubes. were 
quoted from $10 to $12 a ton lower. 

Steel common on the stock exchange opened 
at 49% and closed at 46%, the net change de- 
ing 1% off. Steel preferred lost a point, 
closing at 117. 


BIG CUT IN WAGES. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 19.—[Special.]—Ae a 
result of the cut in prices of steel decided 
upon at the meeting in New York, the second 
lowering of prices within the last nine 
months, there is to be a general reduction in 
the wages of the vast army of men employed 
in the big steel mille all over the country, 
according to statements made by well known 
manufacturers. 

Several Pittsburg steel makers stated pos- 
itively that the second reduction in prices 
would result in a reduction in the wages of 
the employés. Others are of the same opin- 
ion, although they refuse to make any state- 
ment for publication. 


President B. F. Jones of Jones & Laughlin ö 


eaid that of late there have been many ru- 
mors that some of the smaller companies 
have been shading the price, and as there has 
not been sufficient inquiry to tatiefy all the 
steel makers, the large companies have suf- 
fered. : 

President Jones declined to say what eff 
the second reduction in prices would likely 
have on the wages of the many thousand 
steel workers in Pittsburg, but another well 
known steel man who has kept in close touch 
with the situation, said: 12 

“A reduction in wages will undoubtedly 
follow the lowering of prices. This is the 
second general reduction in prices during the 
last nine months affecting every branch of 
the steel industry except rails. Steel wérk- 
ers are now receiving higher wages and the 
expense of making steel today is higher than 
ever before. As a result the profit to the 
maker is so small that we will be forced to

MITCHELL READY FOR PRISON 
IF HIGH COURT SO DECIDES. 


Former President of Miners Addresses 


Telegraphers and Says Supreme Court 
Ruling on Sentence Will Be Final. 


New Tork. Feb. 10.—John Mitchell, vice 
president of the American Federation of Lo- 
bor, who, with the othe? officers of the fed- 
eration, was sentenced by Judge Wright of 
the Supreme court of the District of Colum- 
bia to serve a term in prison for contempt of 
court, spoke on the court’s decision at a 
ort of the Telegraphers’ Aid society to- 
n 

While disputing the authority of the judge 
to inflict such a penalty for a violation of 
an injunction without a jury trial, Mr. Mitch- 
ell declared that if the opinion was con- 
firmed by the United States Supreme court 
he would serve the nine months’ sentence im- 
posed upon him. He made no attatk on the 
integrity of Judge Wright, but said that his 
long association with corporations and cor- 
poration lawyers might have prejudiced his 
mind, as his own, he confessed was preju- 
ang in favor of union labor. Mr. Mitchell 
said: 

The fact that I have been sentenced to 
serve nine months in prison has not changed 
my views in regard to the judiciary. I am 
not disposed to say things now that I would 
mot have said had I been acquitted. I believe 
that om the average every United States 
judge, whether appointed or elected, is above 
the average in integrity and honesty. 1 
wrote that in my book years ago, and I be- 
lieve it now. 

I don’t want to go to prison, understand. 
The confinement will prove hard upon me, 
but If it is necessary for me to go to defend 
the constitutional guaranty of citizens I am 
perfectly willing to go. If the higher gourts

CAN RECOVER GAMBLING Loss 


Supreme Court So Decides in the 
Pelouze-Slaughter Case. 


HITS STOCK BROKERS HARD. 


Agreement of Parties to Illegal Trans- 
action Has no Weight. 


Money lost at gambling in stocks can be ro- 
covered in the courts ef Illinois. This is the 
effect of a decision given in the Supreme 
court yesterday in the suit of Helen T. Pe- 


louze and others, executors of the will or 


Medora Gale Thompson, against Arthur O. 
Slaughter’s estate, 

The suit was to recover stocks which had 
come into the possession of Slaughter & Co. 
in consequence of gambling transactions in 
stocks between them and Mrs. Thompson. 

In the lower court it was admitted that the 
defendants had purchased for Mrs. Thomp- 
son between January, 1906, and February, 
1902, some $8,000,000 in stocks, and that they 
had in their possession $200,000 worth which 
were held as security for money which she 
owed as & result of her transactions. 

The lower court held that the transactions 
were legal by reason of the fact that, al- 
though they were gambling, they had been 
ratified and confirmed by the executors of the 
estate, who had deposited margins to protect 
the stocks. The Appellate court sustained 
the Circuit court and the Supreme court re- 
versed it. 

“We are of opinion,” says the Supreme 
court, that section 182 of the criminal code 
was not designed to convert a court of equity 
into a tribunal in which losses and gains 
growing out of violation of the criminal laws 
ot the state by gambling Could be balanced

New Measure Will Force Curtailment

GUARD ON SPRUCE URGED. 


Experiments to Find Some New Raw 
: Material Also Requested. 


Washington. D. C., Feb, 19.—A reduction 
in the auty on neys print paper from §6 

a, ton to $2 a ton, the placing of ground wood 
a the free list, and the establishment of a 
duty of one-twelfth cent per pound on me- 
chanically ground wood pulp. are the recom- 
mendations of the select committee on pulp 
and paper investigation which made its re- 
port to the housetoday. The report presents 
the unanimous report of the committee. 

After describing the three processes by 
which paper is produced, the report says; 
„% Wether other kinds of wood besides 
spruce. can be profitably used for the pro- 
duction of cheap print paper is a matter 
concerning which there is some difference of 
opinion.“ 8 


Estimates Supply of Spruce. 

The report states that it .would seem that 
the production. of news print or the other 
cheap grades of paper are dependent upon’ 
the continuation of cheap ground wood pro- 
duced from spruce trees. The amount of 
spruce consumed in the United States in 
1907, according to the report, was about 
1.260,000 cords for ground wood, about 1,420 - 
000 cords for sulphite fiber, and about 3,450, - 
000 cords for lumber. The amount of stand- 
ing spruce is roughly estimated to be about 
70,000,000 cords east of the Rockies. 

An appeal is made for the conservation of 
the forests, the committee urging that an 
organized fire departmemt should be main- 
tained to fight fire in every large forest. It 
also is suggested that the government start 
large tracts of young spruce. 


Provisions for Free Pulp. 


The paragraph recommending the placing : 


of a duty of 1-12th of a sent per pound on 
mechanically d wood pulp provides that 
this article shall be admitted free of dyty 
from any country which does net forbid or 
restrict the exportation of, or does not im; 
pose an export duty or charge upon mechani- 
cally ground weod or pulp. 

The duties recommended for print paper 
are: On print paper valued at not over 2% 
cents per pound, 1-10 of 1 cent a pound, and 
on paper valued at over M cents a pound and 
not over 2% cents a pound, 2-10ths ef 1 cent 
per poynd. 

The committee also recommends that the 
bureau of plant industry make inveetigations 
to nd some plant which can be used for the 

al manufacture of paper.

The latter is pre- 
sided over by the chief of. the family and 
tla ag yr 4s to say, the grand duke 
i, himeelf ia composed of such members 
of the reig house of Oldenburg as he 
chooses to take part therein. 

The family council is not, in fact, strictly 
speaking, necessary. For in most ot the 
monarchical countries of continental Fu- 
rope the authority of the sovereign over the 
members of his family is absolute, and en- 
tirely irrespective of the courts. He can in- 
voke at any time-the so-called family stat- 
utes, which are, in most instances, secret as 
far as the general public is concerned and 
have never received legislative sanction. 
When he wishes to avoid appearing too ty- 
rannic in these matters, he causes his acts 
to be indorsed by a family council. But as 
the latter is composed only of those members 
of his house whom he chooses to invite— 
members dependent upon him for their in- 
come and entirely submissive to his will 
they cannot be expected to manifest much 
independence or to gainsay his wishes. 

If the grand duchess is really demented, the 
grand duke, In order to shield himself from 
criticism, especially in view of his differerices | 
with his consort, should have caused her to 
be judicially. committed by the courts of the 
grend duchy or by legislative enactment, 
and his failure to do-his has naturally given 
rise to a strong feeling against him. In fact. 
there are many, not.only in Oldenburg but 
also beyond its borders, who do not hesitate | 
to declare that the grand duke is an infinitely | 
more fit subject for an asylum for the insane 
than the grand duchess. : 


It is goon g indeed, that on several 
occasions as voluntarily retired for 
weeks together into a sanitarfum near Dres-

As the cause of the grand 
duchess has since the outset of her quarrel 
with her husband been espoused not only by 
the people of Oldenburg but also by the grand 
ducal: family of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, to 
which she belongs by birth, by her brother 
and sister-in-law, Prince Henry and the 
queen of the Netherlands, by her half- 
brother, the regent of Brunswick, and by 
her half-sister, the Grand Duchess Vladimir 

of Russia, the matter is not likely to be al- 
lowed to rest where it is. On the other hand, 
the grand duke is asserted to have the sup- 
port of the court of Berlin, barring the crown 
princess, who is a duchesss of Mecklenburg- 

Schwerin. And in this connection it must not 
be forgotten that all the military forces in 
the grand duchy are under Prussian com- 
manders and subject to directions from 
Berlin. a 

The grand duke is not unknown in this 
country. Which he visited some years ago 
without any warning to people on either side 
of the Atlantic. He suddenly vanished from 

Europe, and when his family and ministers 
were wondering what had possibly. become 
of him, and fearing for his safety, he sud- 
denly turned, up in New;York, unattended, 
except by a single servant, having assumed 
by way of incognito the familiar nanie of his 
beautiful and .widely known steam yacht 
Lensahn. He admitted his identity when 
taxed therewith. insisted that he had merely 
run over to se the falls of Niagara. and after 
spending about a week inspecting the latter 
and in rushing about to various points of in- 
terest in New York, with his former cham- 
perlain, Baron von Plettenberg, whom he 
found living here, and dining on the eve of 
his departure with a number of members of 
his old college society, he sailed for home. 

His reign has been one constant squabble
